The system pursued in teaching Anatomy is an unusual one. 

The skeleton is mounted in such a manner as to allow all 
the natural movements in the various articulations. By this 
means the bony structure of the figure can be explained at once 
by direct reference to the skeleton, which is always posed in 
the same attitude as the model. The students make their 
drawings from the model and the skeleton, arranged in this 
manner. From the draughtsman’s point of view, such studies 
are very practical; for not only are the attachments of the 
muscles very readily understood, but the student is enabled to 
draw foreshortened views of the bones, which is not possible by 
making use of any other method of study.
